A KILLED, 3 HURT 
IN AUTO-TRAIN 
GRASH IN SOUTH 
PART OF COUNTY 


Motor Car Dragged 300 

Feet After Collision 
at Gravois and Grant 
Road—Youth Thrown 
Into Creek. 


Four persons were killed and 
three others were injured this 
afternoon in the collision of an 


automobile and a Missouri Paci- | ' 


fic freight train on a grade 
crossing at Gravois and Grant 
roads in south St. Louis county. 

The bodies of three young men 
and a young woman were re- 
moved from the wrecked auto- 
mobile, which was dragged about 
300 feet along the right-of-way 
before the 17-car train was 
halted. The dead were not im- 
mediately identified. 

The injured, who were un- 
conscious, were taken to St. 
Louis County Hospital. Two car- 
ried drivers’ licenses, which 
bore the names of Carroll S. 
Holder Jr., 20 years old, 3314 
Humphrey street, and Gary A. 
Kossmehl, 17, 4227A Juniata 
street. 

Physicians said the injured 
youths were suffering from skull 
injuries, shock and multiple 
fractures. 

Engineer Walteer Kelly, 1808 
Dolman street, reported that the 
train was traveling northwest at 
20 miles an hour when the au- 
tomobile, westbound, rammed 
—— front of the diesel locomo- 

ve. 

„Our horn was blowing and 
bell ringing, and the crossing 
signals were flashing and ring- 
ing,” Kelly told officers. The 
rear of the train stopped on 
the crossing, typing up traffic 
for more than an hour as deputy 
sheriffs anad Highway patrol- 
men removed the bodies and 
two of the injured from the 
crushed sedan. 

One youth was thrown out of 
the machine, landing on his 
back in a shallow, creek beside 
the tracks. He was one of the 
injured taken to the hospital.

BERLIN, Aug. 31 (UP)—West 
Berlin police had a mystery on 
their hands today: 

“Who inside the Chechoslovak 
military mission in the Amer- 
ican sector of this tense city 
screamed for help—and why?”

police by several persons who 
were passing the mission build- 
ing in the quiet suburban dis- 
trict of Dahlem. Police sent a 
patrol to the mission headquar- 
ters. But the patrol was kept 
out because foreign missions en- 
joy diplomatic immunity. The 
Czech military mission was ac- 
credited to the now defunct 
four-power Allied control au- 
thority but it still has diplomatic 
privileges.

“What can I do?” Cogburn 
asked. 

Then the sergeant showed the 
first sign of shock. He pulled a 
handkerchief from his hip pocket 
and wiped his eyes, but there 
were no tears. 

„Is that so,” he repeated dully. 

When Cogburn, then 32 years 
old, went to Japan before the 
Korean war he left behind in 
Lexington, Tenn., his wife, Ruth 
Ava Nell, and their son, Dan, 
now 6 years old. 

Captured in 1950. 

He was captured near Taejon 
July 20, 1950, while leading his 
squad. 

The Army teld Mrs. Cogburn 
he was missing in action. She 
said he later was reported killed. 

In 1952 Mrs. Cogburn married 
James M. Hern, a former ma- 
rine who saw service on Guam. 
They now have a 1-month-old 
daughter, Marilyn Bonita Hern. 
“(Ava Nell said in Lexington 
she was “happy to hear that he’s 
alive but I don’t love him. I 
love my present husband, my 
home and my children and I 
want to do what’s right.” 

(She said she plans to meet 
Cogburn as soon as he returns 
and discuss a divorce with him. 
After she gets the divorce, she 
lans to repeat the marriage 
vows she took with Hern when 
she thought Cogburn was dead.

ING STATES BEGIN 
RETURN TO WORK 


Compromise Reached 
on ‘Good Faith’ Clause 
After All-Night Ses- 
sion — Wage Rise 
Agreed on Earlier. 


The 11-day-old telephone 
strike was settled today when 
representatives of Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. and the 
CIO Communications Workers 
reached a compromise agree- 
ment at 7:50 a.m. after an all- 
night negotiating session. 

Picket lines were withdrawn 
and employes were instructed by 
union officers to return to their 
jobs at once at normal starting 
times in the six-state area served 
by Southwestern Bell. 


Although some operators and 
office employes returned imme- 
diately, company officials said it 
probably would be several days 
before full operation was re- 
stored. Supervisory employes 
manged switchboards, handling 
toll Galls and other nan-dial op- 
eration during the strike. 
“Good Faith” Compromise. 
The compromise was reached 
on the wording of a so-called 
“good faith” clause in the one- 
year contract. The clause, de- 
manded by the company as in- 
surance against surprise work 
stoppages, was the principal ob- 
stacle to the settlement. 

As set forth in the agreement, 
the “good faith” clause reads 
as follows: 

“The company and the union 
recognize their responsibility in 
the interests of the public and 
the employes to avoid interrup- 
tion in telephone service. Ac- 
cordingly, they will process 
promptly employe complaints 
and grievances which are sub- 


ance procedures for the purpose 
of* avoiding interruptions of 
telephone service to the public 
and economic loss to employes 
from work stoppages. 

“Any employe complaint or 
grievance which is subject to 
handling under the grievance 
procedures shall be presented 
and heard promptly in accord- 
ance with the provisions of those 
procedures and the arbitration 
procedures, where applicable. 


Provision Against Strikes. 


“As to those employe griev- 
ances which are subject to arbi- 
tration, the union, its officers or 
representatives will not order or 
sanction a work stoppage or 
slowdown at any time. 

“As to those employe com- 
plaints and grievances which are 
not subject to arbitration, the 
union, its officers, or representa- 
tives will not order or sanction 
a work stoppage or slowdown 
while the matter is being 
processed through the grievance 
procedures.” 

Frank P. Lonergan, union vice 
president, said the clause does 
not prevent union members from 
taking strike action. 

“The union agreed it would 
not order or sanction a strike 
while grievance procedure was 
being followed, but when such 
measures have been exhausted 
the employes still have ‘a right 
to strike,“ Lonergan observed. 


Wage Rises Agreed on. 

Wages issues for the com- 
pany’s 53,000 employes were 
agreed to last Monday. These 
include basic wage increases of 
$1.50 and $3 a week, job re- 
classification, time differentials 
and reclassification of 13 com- 
munities in the Southwestern 
Bell area. 

Weekly rates now will range 
from 846 to $98 for plant crafts- 
men, with a top scale for opera- 
tors set at $59. Lonergan ex- 
plained that in some localities, 
because of job and town re- 
flassification, plus the basic in- 
creases, wages will be raised as 
uch as $10 weekly. 

The .contract also provides 
that pfogression schedules, 
through which employes reach 
top pay rates, are to be reduced 
by six months, to six years. 

In a statement immediately 
after signing the agreement, the

The City of St. Louis will not 
oppege the revised application, 
City Counselor Samuel H. Liber- 
man told the Post-Dispatch. He 
said the city had investigated the

Electric and was of the opinion 
it would not produce an exces- 
sive rate of return. 

University City, through its 
city counselor, Marvin Boisseau, 
said it had no objection to the 
new, rate increase figure. But 
Herman Barken, assistant St. 
Louis county counselor, said he 
considered the revised amount 
still excessive and believed 
there should be no rate increase 
at all. 

Barken does not plan to offer 
any evidence in behalf of St.

Granting of the increase origi- 
nally sought would have added 
$3,077,300 a year to the bills of 
St. Louis customers; the revised 
increase would amount to $2,615,- 
300, a reduction of approxi- 
mately 15 per cent. 

Figures on St. Louis county 
under the new schedule were 
not immediately available, but

For Missouri as a whole, the

J. Wesley McAfee, president 
of the utility, announced the re- 
duction in the amount sought 
when the commission resumed 
its hearing on the application. 


He said the company now was 
doing a shade better“ than had 
been anticipateed. The proposed 
new rate schedule will be com- 
pleted and ready for filing with- 
in 30 days, he added. 

Shelves “Fair Value” Plea. 

In presenting its case for a 
rate increase last April, Union 
Electric urged that the commis- 
sion drop its formula for evalu- 
ating public utilities of this type 
on the basis of original cost less 
depreciation, and substitute the 
more liberal “fair value“ meth- 
od. McAfee today said the com- 
pany would not press this argu- 
ment. 

Union Electric is not changing 
its position, he asserted, but for 
purposes of this case will not 
urge the commission to abandon 
its formula. 

The utility head estimated 
that the revised rate increase 
for Missouri, if granted in full, 
would produce a 1954 return of 
6 per cent on the original cost 
of plant less depreciation. This 
estimate was based on a $209,-

United States and Britain 
occupying the northern part, 
Zone A, and Yugoslavia the 
solthern part, Zone B. It was 
provided. that the occupation 
should end when the territory 
had been set up finally. This 
has not been possible because of 
Russian obstruction. 

In Washington the State De- 
partment said today it would 
continue efforts.to “bring about 
an abatement” of the Italian- 
Yugoslav tension. The depart- 
ment said it has been in touch 
with its embassies in Rome and 
Belgrade and with the British 
and French governments re- 
garding the situation. 

Present indications are that 
the situation is not as serious 
as first reports might have sug- 
gested,” the State Department 
said.

“Inadequate Replacements.” 

The report declared that there 
are “an inadequate number of 
replacements for the crews of 
the Strategic Air Command, 
which bas the primary responsi- 
bility for retaliation against a 
potential enemy.”

ing 180,000 airmen will 
wasted, because under the new 
budget Air Force personnel will 
have to be reduced by this num- 
ber of men. 

Roscoe Turner, aeronautics 
committee chairman and out- 
spoken critic of the budget, got 
into a new Gisagreement yester- 
day with the Legion’s National 
Commander Lewis K. Gough on 
the issue. 

Gough, who has supported the 
Administration defense pro, 
gram, declared that a statement 
made public by the Legion in 
June, which in effect approved 
the budget reduction, “had the 
concurrence” of Turner. 

Explains Indorsement. 

However, Turner told the 
Post-Dispatch that he had given 
his approval to the statement 
“by telephone — before I had 
actually read it.” He said he 
disagreed with it after he saw 
it was “an indorsement of the 
budget.” 

The executive committee re- 
ceived the aeronautics report

The broadcast said Kim out- 
lined his stand in a speech be- 
fore the North Korean Labor 
(Communist) party’s central 
committee. 

Kim declared North Korea 
will make “utmost efforts” for 
peace at the conference, the 
broadcast. said, but he warned 
that “others cannot intervene in 
our internal political affairs.” 

Pyongyang said the confer- 
ence at which Kim’s speech was 
delivered was held from Aug. 
5 to 9. However, this apparently 
was the first time it has been 
made public. 

Kim did not give any indica- 
tion how his government feels 
unification of North and South 
Korea could be achieved. Nor 
did he elaborate on his state- 
ment that “others cannot inter- 
vene.“ 

The political conference, 
scheduled to begin before Oct. 
28, is expected to involve many 
nations. 

Kim said the mutual defense

HAT would summer be without salads? Cool and crisp, 

they add just the right touch of freshness to warm weather 

meals. Even the most jaded appetite would find it hard to re- 
sist salad greens curling around bright tomato wedges or fresh fruit, 
nor can we think of a nicer way in which to get the vitamins and 
minerals we need for energy on hot days. 


However, evep thé simplest salad must be prepared with care 
if it is to be attractive. Certainly there is no appeal to a few tired, 
slightly wilted lettuce leaves drenched in a poorly seasoned dress- 
ing. Buy the erispest, freshest greens you ean find and store in 
the refrigerator as soon as you get them home to save flavor and 
Vitamin C. Never eut greens, tear them; this keeps the juices 
intact because you dop’t cut across the cell walls of the plant. 
Core and wash lettuce as soon as you get it; then drain an hour 
or so before putting it in the crisper. Or invest in one of those 
cunning French salad baskets in which to wash your greens, then 
whirl them dry. 


Your salads will be more interesting if you vary the greens. 
Iceberg; Boston and leaf lettuce, endive, escarole, romaine, chicory, 
tender spinach. cabbage leaves and watercress are all excellent.

When yon toss a salad, do it gently with a sort of lifting and

folding, rather than a stirring motion. If you are too energetic 
you may bruise the leaves. 


Here are a few tips for salad success. Remember that contrast 
in texture, flavor and color is most important. Arrange salads 
just before serving, and always chill and drain fruits thoroughly 
before combining for salads. Also chill any meats which are to 
be added. A seoop of sherbet atop a fruit salad is a nice summer

Paper-thin carrot strips and cucumber rounds lend color and tex- 
ture to this tossed salad of endive and lettuce, with an anchovy 
dressing.

The state figures do not in- 
clude taxes collected by cities, 
counties, sanitation districts and 
other local governments. The 1 
Census Bureau estimated that 
nation-wide such taxes total 
nearly as much as state taxes. 

General sales taxes were the 
biggest producers of state rev- 
enues, accounting for $2,433,- 
000,000. Gasoline taxes were a 
close second, at $2,017,000,000. 
Motorists also shelled out $1,- 
012,000,000 for vehicle and driv- 
ers licenses, the third biggest 
revenue source. 

Property taxes, which once 
were a mainstay of state finan- 
ces, accounted for only $365,- 
000,000 of the 1953 revenue. 

More important to the states 
were individual income levies 
($969,000,000) and corporation 
income taxes ($810,000,000). 

The 1953 state collections 
were $685,000,000 higher than 
1952’s tax take.

The appoint- 
ment is for a 14-year term and 
the appointee cannot be re- 
moved, Furthermore, he reports 
not to the White House but di- 
rect to Congress. 

Lee, the proposed new Comp- 
troller General, figured in the 
Senate probe of the Tydings- 
Butler campaign, where it was 
revealed he had received a check 
for $5000 from Alvin Bentley, 
former State Department official 
now a G.O.P. Congressman from 
Michigan, whose grandfather 
helped found General Motors. 
Lee received the check in the 
office of Senator McCarthy, took 
it to Baltimore and used it in a 
campaign to mail 300,000 post 
cards to Maryland voters signed 
by G.O.P. Candidate John M. 
Butler allegedly in his own hand 
writing. 

Later a Maryland court con- 
victed Jon Jonkel, Senator But- 
ler's Campaign manager, for fail- 
ing to comply with the Mary- 
land election laws.

Why was it these changes were made? 
“The McCarthy Record,” published last year by 
a Wisconsin Citizens’ Committee, quotes The 
Washington Star as disclosing that McCarthy 
“started his service career as a First Lieuten- 
ant —not as a buck private. It says his official 
record shows that he applied. in writing, for a 
Marine Corps commission. The report of The 
Washington Star investigation printed Nov. 14, 
1951, also says: 

Senator McCarthy gave himself the nick- 
name “Tail Gunner Joe” in his campaign 
literature in the summer of 1944 when he 
got leave from the Marines to make an un- 
successful run against Senator Wiley. His 
Pentagon record shows no notation of his 
having qualified for aerial gunner’s wings 
or being credited with combat missions. 
This same account does say that the file 

contains the record of a citation “issued by 
Adm. Nimitz's headquarters after McCarthy had 
returned from the Pacific, in which he was 
praised for ‘meritorious and efficient. perform- 
ance of duty’ on flights as a marine observer 
and rear gunner.” 


“The McCarthy Record,” which was spon- 
sorefi by more than 80 prominent Wisconsin citi- 
zens, goes on to quote The Washington Star as 
follows: 


The Pentagon file shows that on Oct. 19, 
1944, McCarthy, who had been back in the 
United States for several months, and in 
Wisconsin to campaign for office, applied in 
writing for further leave to return home 
again to straighten out his personal affairs. 
This was turned down, and he was told that 
he either coüld stay on active duty or re- 


sign. The record that he finally

was some two months before the Battle of the 
Bulge Europe.

When McCarthy was asked about the 
shrapnel story, he denied he had ever told it. 

The facts of the injury, as Fleming relates 
them, after an examination of official records, 
are that McCarthy was hurt in a hilarious “shell- 
back” initiation. It occurred when a Navy trans- 
port was the scene of riotous gaiety traditional 
on crossing the equator, Quoting a shipmate of 
McCarthy, Fleming related: 


McCarthy was nearly through his initia- 
tion when he was hurt. He was going down 
a ladder with a bucket fastened to his foot 
when he slipped. His other foot caught on a 
lower rung—an iron pipe a few inches from 
the steel bulkhead—and he fell backward 
injuring his foot. 


The date was June 22, 1943, the Fleming 
account shows, and the newspaper correspond- 
ent quotes a shipmate as saying that McCarthy 
said to him: Don't ever tell that I broke my 
foot in this silly way.” 

* + * 

These are some of the little-known aspects of 
Senator McCarthy’s military career. The Post- 
Dispatch reviews them today for the informa- 
tion of the many war veterans, including for- 
mer buck privates and combat tail gunners, from 
all parts of the country who are in St. Louis for 
the American Legion convention. 


Preparatory to reprinting this information we 
checked with the sources in Milwaukee and 
Madison. We have been advised that no cor- 
rection in any of this information has been 
established since it was first printed. 

Joseph R. McCarthy has come to public notice 
by making numerous charges about others. The 
opposite side of the coin is for others to have 
the opportunity to read carefully checked in- 
formation about him.

Squall Over Trieste 

Most significant about the latest storm over 
Trieste is that allied authorities are not taking 
to the cellars. Reports of ‘a Yugoslav plot to 
annex at least Zone B of the international free 
territory, the area already occupied by Yugo- 
slavia under United Nations mandate, first 
came from Rome, not Belgrade. 

In Italy, the announcement rekindled the 
fires of emotional patriotism, fires for which 
the mere mention of Trieste is like a can of 
gasoline. We do not know what information 
the Italian Government may have, arid we hesi- 
tate to suggest that the hard-pressed gentlemen 
in Rome may be trying that old political ma- 
gician’s trick of getting people to look else- 
where, preferably to the international stage, 
while they cope with pressing problems on hand. 
. Big talk about Italian armed intervention, 
however, is dangerous. Trieste is no Fiume to 
be seized by a new D’Annunzio. It is full of 
British and American troops bound to defend 
the authority of the United Nations, Marshal 
Tita, we trust, will also keep this in mind. Not- 
withstanding the old promise of Trieste to Italy, 
neither side should think of upsetting the pres- 
ent arrangement, no matter how unsatisfactory, 
by force.

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Question for Secretary Weeks 

Secretary of Commerce Weeks, having eaten 
crow with his reappointment of Dr. Allen V. 
Astin as head of the Bureau of Standards, now 
owes the country a full and clear explanation of 
just what the bureau’s future role is to be in 
the testing of commercial products. 

In announcing his decision to retain Dr. Astin, 
Secretary Weeks said the “real problem” of the 
bureau was its “established policies and proced- 
ures with respect to the evaluation of commer- 
cial products in general.” Then, referring to the 
committee of scientists which was set up to study 
the bureau’s operations, Mr. Weeks went on: 


The report of the Kelly committee will 
recommend that all nontechnical policy and 
Pp ma on commercial product 
evaluation be made the responsibility of the 
Secretary of Commerce and that the direc- 
tor’s responsibility be limited to the techni- 
cal area.

WILLIAM C. TOMPKINS 


DIES; RETIRED BANKER 


Former Comptroller of First 
National Suffered Cere- 
bral Hemorrhage. 


William C. Tompkins, who re- 
tired in 1946 as comptroller ‘of 
the First National Bank in St. 
Louis, died yesterday in Dea- 
coness Hospital, where he had 
been a patient for several weeks 
after suffering a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. He was 76 years old. 

Mr. Tompkins was an officer 
of the bank for 34 years. He was 
active in affairs of the American 
Bankers’ Association, the Mis- 
souri Bankers’ Association and 
the St. Louis Clearing House As- 
sociation. He was chairman of 
Webster Groves chapter of the 
American Red Cross for 25 
years, a member of the Missouri 
Athletic Club more than 35 
years. 

He was moderator of the First 
Congregational Church of Web- 
ster Groves for more than 20 
years, and was treasurer of the 
St. Louis Christmas Carols As- 
sociation. .

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP) 
Charles R. Sligh Jr., president 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, spoke out yes- 
terday against any exemptions 
being allowed in a proposed fed- 
eral sales tax on manufactured 
articles. 

The industrialist said it would 
be “a dangerous step” to permit 


any articles to be excluded from 
the levy which

ill-treatment, even though it is not necessarily malicious. 

Scolding and nagging parents, unconsciously cruel 
schoolmates who mock him and the obvigus pity of kindly 
strangers can easily aggravate a trivial defect into a 
genuine affliction, one that may adversely affect a child’s 
entire life. Mrs. McK. fears just such an outcome in her 
own home: 1 : 

We have two little girls, and now, a boy aged 3 who 
is beginning to stammer and stutter. We are very much 
worried about this, Dr. Popenoe, and don’t know what to do, 
as we live in a small town with no expert help near at hand. 
His sisters had no trouble this way. What causes stuttering?”

/ YOUR QUESTION is hard to answer, Mrs. McK., be- 
cause it is due to different causes in different persons. 
It affects boys more than girls, and heredity is one factor 
in many families. Generally speaking, the child who stut- 
ters is a child who feels anxious and uncertain for various 
reasons. Perhaps your public library can get for you one 
of the latest books on the subject, “Improving the Child’s 
Speech,” by Dr. Virgil A. Anderson. I quote a few of the 
suggestions Dr. Anderson makes: 

1. Do not nag at the child or call his attention directly 
to his difficulty. Remember that it is perfecly normal for 
a young child to “hem and haw” and exhibit certain other 
irregularities and hesitations. 

2. Set him an example of slow, easy speech yourself; 
this is most important. Read simple stories over and over 
to him until he knows them, then read half and let him 
finish. Make good speech a “project” in your home. 

3. Do not rush him when he has something to say that 
he thinks important; give him plenty of time to be heard. 

4. Do not interfere with the development of the child’s 
natural hand preference. There is some reason to believe 
that this is associated with speech difficulties. 

5. Give him a feeling of security, of being wanted and 
loved—but avoid an over-protective or dominee attitude. 

6. Make sure he is well and strong and has ample. rest.

in Milan on Aug. 12; and, still 
at a leisurely pace, they reached. 
Ladispoli, a seaside hamlet on 
the Tyrrenian Sea near Rome, 
on Aug. 17.

In 
this house the tWo families re- 
mained together for a few days 
until Bruno and Marianhe de- 
cided to drive south again in 
search of a coast where he could 
engage in underwater fishing 
with a helmet and a spring gun 
—a sport for which he had de- 
veloped a passion. They left the 
youngest child, Antonio, with 
Giuliana and with their other 
two children continued in the 
car another sixty or seventy 
miles down the coast until they 
reached Circeo, where they set 
up. camp. 

Apart from their camping kit 
they had very little baggage— 
two small waterproof army 
satchels, a sloppy. zippered bag 
for their clothes, and a small 
zippered brief case which Bruno 
always kept close to him. Usual- 
ly it was placed in the side 
pocket of the car while they 


ing day, leaving Bruno, Mari- 
anne, and the two children still 
camping. 

This seems to have been the 
beginning of the crisis in Bru- 
no’s affairs. The holiday began 
to go wrong. Bruno’s movements 
become erratic. 

It was on the following day, 
that he had an accident in his 
car. It was nothing serious—he 
collided with a cyclist. Colliding 
with cyclists in Italy, especially 
in midsummer when they ap- 
pear on the roads in millions, 
is almost a routine matter. No 
one seems to have been hurt; 
but Bruno decided to drive the 
car to Rome to be repaired. 

By Aug. 25 the Pontecorvos 
had abandoned their camping 
holiday, and a formidable house- 
hold of guests now gathered at 
Giuliana’s small house at Via 
Gabi, 40, near St. John Lateran 
in Rome. There were, in addi- 
tion to Giuliana’s own family, 


the five Pontecorvos, and Gil- 


berto and his wife and Anna. 
Since there was no bed for 
him in the house, Bruno slept in 
the back seat of the Standard, 
which had now been repaired. 
He .woke in the morning feel- 
ing cramped and out of spirits; 
indeed, none of them can have 
been very comfortable, for the 


way. 

Bruno was told that it was 
customary for reservations to be 
confirmed and paid for on the 
same day. He asked for a delay 
until the next day, Throughout 
the conversation Bruno ap- 
peared to be unconcerned. 

He returne. to the booking 
office next day to confirm and 
pay, bringing with him the re- 
quired amount in Italian lire. He 
was then told that foreigners, 
with less than six months’ resi- 
dence in Italy were obliged to 
pay in American dollars. At this 
Bruno expressed surprise and 
annoyance. However, he went 
off, and came back two or three 
hours later bringing with him a 
quantity of American dollars. 
The fares amounted to $602, He 
paid in $100 notes, which are 
something of a rarity in Rome 
except among rr Ameri- 
can tourists. 

The following day, Aug. 31, 
he wrote a postcard to Harwell. 
It read:. 

“Had a lot of fun with sub- 
marine fishing but I had plenty 
of car trouble. I will have to 
postpone my arrival until first 
day of conference (Sept. 7). Can 
you tell E. Bretscher?

The “Yarn” You Knit With And 
The “Good Yarn”! 


HE dictionary tells us that 
T yarn” designates the fiber 

spun from raw flax or wool 
or silk, now ready for weaving 
or other use. In rope making, it 
names one of the threads of 
which a strand of rope is com- 


posed. And the word derives | 


from a root which came into 
Anglo Saxon as “gearn.”” 

So much for “yarn” as a 
thread. What about that “good 
yarn” — the good story — how 
came the latter by this name? 

The link is in “spinning a 
yarn,” supposed to have started 
in the vernacular of the sea 
among the sailors who knew 
their ropes, as an allusion to 
telling a story! In a little vol- 
ume published in 1812, entitled, 
“A new and comprehensive vo- 
cabulary of the flash language,” 
by J. H. Vaux, we find “yarn- 
ing” or “spinning a yarn” de- 
fined as follows: “Signifying to 
relating their various adven- 
tures, exploits and escapes to 
each other.” Strictly speaking, 


the parlance of the sea had no 
place in a volume of this name, 
for “flash language was an- 


ten when he had no intention of 
returning, was in his own hand- 
writing.
